# * It was originally obtained, with a large number of his 
finest works, from Bembrandt himself, by J. P. Zomers, 
who sold them to Signor Zanetti, a distinguished amateur 
of Venice. It remained in the possession of his descendants 
until early in the present century, when Baron Denon 
purchased the entire collection of engravings and etchings. 
At his sale, in 1826, the works of Bembrandt were bought 
in one lot by Messrs. Woodbum, who sold them to Mr. 
Wilson. This print subsequently became the property of 
Baron Verstolk ; and when his Collection was dispersed, 
at Amsterdam, in 1847, it fell to Messrs. Smith, of Lisle 
Street, from whom Sir Charles Price obtained it. He 
allowed it to be exhibited at Manchester in 1857, and at 
the Law Institution in 1862. 

It is believed that not more than eight impressions in 
this state are known. Eiest, the one above described ; 
two are in the British Museum, one from Sir Hans Shane's 
and the other from Mr. Cracherode's Collections; one for- 
merly in Mr. JEsdaile's and now in Mr. Holford's posses- 
sion ; the fifth, now belonging to the DuJce of Buccleuch, 
came from Lord Aylesford' s and Mr. Hawkins' Collections ; 
the sixth is in the Bibliotheque Imperiale, Paris; the 
seventh is in the Imperial Library, Vienna, having an 
inscription, in Bembrandt's handwriting, on the back, to 
the effect that it was the seventh talcenfrom the plate ; and 
the eighth is in the Museum at Amsterdam, relating to 
which an interesting notice will be found in Wilson's 
Catalogue of Rembrandt's Etchings. It ivill be observed 
that, of these eight impressions, five are in public Collec-
